WAR NOTES 


On Fept. 3, 1339 Britain Declared 
War; On Sept. 10 Canada Entered 
Du. of Darkness Into Hope 


Four ye~rs agoi, on Sept. 1, ..lfi-39, 
Germany m atched into Poland. .On 
September 3, Britain declared war on 
Germany, and in Canada the federal 
parliament "declared war'on Sept. 10. 

Four years of the most terrible war 
in History have beea waged. The oppon 
ents of Hitler have passed through 
c.ark and critical periods, gradually 
gaining in strength with Germany 
battered at every point. 

On Sept.*8,,1939, President Roose¬ 
velt declared a state of limited nation¬ 
al emergency, ordering increases in 
the strength of the armed services, 
but asserting neutrality. The Chinese 
Japanese war was in progress on the 
other side of the world. Russia enter¬ 
ed eastern Poland, and then signed a 
frontier agreement with Germany. 
Naai submarines were dangerous in 
the Atlantic. Russia attacked Finland. 

The Russian-Finnish war ended in 
March, 1940. Progressively in 1940 
-•Germany invaded Denmark, Norway, 
the Netherlands and other European 
countries. Mussolini declared war on 
France and Britain. In June that 
year France surrendered to Germany. 
The Battle of Britain was carried on 
with terrific intensity, Nazi bombere 
creating great destruction. Then Win¬ 
ston Churchill was named premier. 
Italy invaded Greece. The air attacks 
on Britain were climaxed by terrific 
bombardments on London in Decem¬ 
ber, 1940. 

19 4 1 

In 1941 the agreement between Ger¬ 
many and Russia was set at naught 
when the Nazis attacked Russia. Ger¬ 
many’s successes rolled up with a 
sweep through Balkans, the capture of 
Greece and Yugoslavia. The first air¬ 
borne invasion was staged in the cap¬ 
ture of Crete by the Germans. British 
forces captured Bengizi, but lost it 
later to the Axis. 

On December ?, 1941, Japan attack¬ 
ed Pearl Hacbor. The American na¬ 
tion declared war bn Japan, Germany 
and Italy. 

19 4 2 

The year 1942 opened with sensa¬ 
tion victories for the Japs. After cap¬ 
ture of Hong Kong, the Japs invaded 
the Netherlands East Indies, Singa¬ 
pore, Bataan, Corregidor, etc. Tokyo 
was bombed. Russia signed mutual 
aid pacts with Britain «nd United 
States. 

The U,S. Marines landed on the 
Solomons. Canadians' made a test raid 
at Dieppe. The Germans made great 
gains in a summer offensive in Russia 
hitting deep into the Caucasus and to 
the gates of Stalingrad. 

Allied forces landed in French 
North Africa, taking Morocco and Al¬ 
geria. The French fleet was scuttled. 
Rommel retreated through the desert 
with the British 8th Army dogging 
him. , 

19 4 3 

Stalingrad was recaptured by the 
Russions and they hurled back attacks 
on several fronts, retaking important 
points. The Allies captured Tunisia 
and northern Africa, extending gains 
to Pantelleria and Sicily. 

Retaliation for the blitzing of Eng¬ 
land reached great heights in 1943 
when Allied air power smashed Ham¬ 
burg, Berlin, the Ruhr and many war 
plant centres. Rome was bombed. 
Benito Mussolini, Italian leader, was 
deposed. The United States gained in 
strength in the Pacific, retaking sev¬ 
eral islands including the chain of is¬ 
lands in the Aleutians.

A recent Saturday Evening Post,- 
one of the most widely read of Ameri¬ 
can magazines, tells a story of the 
work of Canadian corvettes which 
Canadians themselves may not have 
fully realized. 

The Post says: “What most Ameri¬ 
cans don't realize, is that there were 
many desperate months when Canada 
stood between us and disaster. 

“Sea traffic, like that on the rails, 
divides neatly into two categories— 
passengers and freight. Our passsen- 
gers in the Battle of the Atlantic are 
tvoops bound for England, the Medi- 
teranean theatre and other war 
fronts. They travel, heavily escorted, 
in fast ships, and they are compara¬ 
tively little trouble. They get 
through with but little loss. 

“But the freight traffic is another 
mettei. It is composed of trade con¬ 
voys, the rusty and battered mer- 
chantment that deliver the goods. 
They carry fuel oil, gasoline, iron ore, 
grain, frozen meats, tanks, planes, 
guns, explosives and hundreds of oth¬ 
er products vital to the conduct of the 
war. If the trade convoys had not 
been kept running, the Allies doubt¬ 
less would have lost the European 
war by this time. 

“There was a time before Pearl 
Harbor the United States contributed 
substantial help in the way of escort 
ships for the freight convoys. But af¬ 
ter Japan struck, much of our naval 
strength was needed in the Pacific, 
and we also had to use our fighting 
ships to .guard the troop convoys 
crossing the Atlantic. The burden of

Farmers Saved On 


Higher Lumber Cost 


Farmers erecting new farm build 
ings, or making repairs to their farm 
buildings will be spared the increased 
coits of lumber, recently authorized 
by the Wartime Trices and Trade 
Board to meet higher production 
costs. The farmer will be trilled for 
the new price, by his dealer, who will 
then collect all but ten percent of the 
bill, the ten percent being repaid the 
dealer as subsidy from the govern¬ 
ment. ’ 

The arrangement applies to rough 
ant’ dressed soft wood, to laths, 
shingles and posts, npt to hard lumber 
for sash, doors and general millwork, 
nor to build nor make additions to 
byuses, • 


The Dominion government has an¬ 
nounced that the manufacture of com¬ 
pounds going into anti-freeze which 
has proved damaging to motor cars, 
is now under control of the govern¬ 
ment. « 

Motorists had great trouble with 
some brands of anti-freeze sold last 
fatt and win te r, and these were defin¬ 
itely injurious to cars’. 

The Department of Munitions and 
Supply announce that manufacture of 
anti-freeze has now been made sub¬ 
ject to permit, in order to prevent 
production of compounds that might 
damage car radiators. The new order 
will be applied sd that only anti¬ 
freezes passing rigid test of the Na¬ 
tional Research council may be manu¬ 
factured. This should save Canadian ^ 
motorists a great bill of costs - for 
radiator repairs, apd also, material 
needed for munition*.

The warring woild was electrified 
on the morning of Sept. 8 by the word 
of Italy’s complete capitulation to djt- 
mauds of the Allies. The armistice 
agreeing to unconditional surrender, 
was actually Bigned Sept. 3 hut has 
keen kept secret to prevent any news 
reaching German command. Hostili¬ 
ties have ceased in Italy and the Ital¬ 
ian army is pledged to help in driv¬ 
ing the Germans out of Italy. Badog- 
iia has urged the Italian fleet of some 
300 vessels to make for other ports. 
There is the possibility that Italian 
capitulation may influence Axis allies 
amongst-smaller nations, to cease hos¬ 
tility. , 

Canadian troops were amongst the 
first to land on Italian soil and are in 
on the action which brought about 
Italian surrender. 

This is the first big break in the 
Axis ulliance. As one commentator 
says: “The Italians have reached the 
only war objective which they seem 
to have desired for six months or a 
year—peace.” The Italian army may- 
now take heart and go after their real 
enemy, Germany. 


Should Apply For 
Ammunition Now 


Farmers are urged to obtain appli¬ 
cation forms for small arms ammuni¬ 
tion from their retailers, who, at the 
same time, can advise if there are 
likely to be supplies for the demand. 

The regional superintendent of ra¬ 
tioning, Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, reminds farmers applying for 
small arms ammunition that retailers 
have the necessary application forma 
oa hand. 

Final approval is given by the local 
ration boards, but these boards at 
present are besieged with demands 
far in excess of available supplies. 

“Since small arms ammunition waa 
rationed the demand has risen so 
sharply that it is a matter of concern 
to make the extremely short supply 
cover essential needs,” the superin¬ 
tendent said. 

F’armers are entitled to apply for 
ammunition to control predators de¬ 
stroying livestock herds, and large 
acreage of farm lands. They are, 
however, urged to try to control such 
pests as gophers through'* methods 
other than shooting.

The democratic world owes a great 
debt to the Chinese people. Their re¬ 
sistance hampered the Japanese pro¬ 
gram of conquest, and in resisting 
they suffered as no western people 
have b<!en called upon to suffer. If 
China had succumbed and submitted, 
as she might have done years ago, the 
tide of war would have been far dif¬ 
ferent for western democracies. They 
would have had to take the full force 
of Japanese strength. 

For this reason _ alone, North 
America owes a debt to China'which 
cannot be paid. 

Something may be done however, in 
giving contributions to help the suf¬ 
fering, the wounded, homeless and 
orphaned of Chipa. A little money 
goes a long way in that country. 
These people are a valorous part-of 
our western world,, an admirable, pa¬ 
tent, kindly people. 

The money now being contributed 
from roast to coast in this Dominion 
will help to raise China’s countless 
war oi phans, to educate the thousands 
of young-men and women in whose in¬ 
telligent hands lies much of China’s 
Liture, to buy medical supplies which 
will be flown to China by bomber 
through arrangement of the British 
authorities witji the Chinese govern¬ 
ment. A committee has been set up 
in China to dispense Canadian aid, 
according to the need and to emer¬ 
gencies that may arise. On that com¬ 
mittee are Madame Chiang Kai-shek, 
wife of the Chinese Geralissimo, and 
Major-General Victor Odium, Can¬ 

ada's first minister to China. ^ 

The Chinese War Relief Fund has 
set an objective of one million dollars 
for this, its first national appeal. “

TJEFORE the war one of the much stressed contentions 
A of many organisations and indviduals was 
thatAhe soldier who goes to the battlefront should be 
the highest paid individual in any nation engaged in 
war. Without the armed services there would be no 
national defence. They stand between the enemy and 
the whole civilian population. Other elements may 
carry equal responsibility for any effective defence, but 
they are not equally endangered. The soldier is helpless 
without food, munitions, equipment, clothing and so on. 
But the population engaged in supplying these necessi¬ 
ties is not in immediate physical jeopardy. His body 
and his skill are imposed as a barrier between the at¬ 
tacking forces and the workers behind the lines. 

There can be no comparison in respect to relative risk 
and safety and the old contention that everything should 
scale from the basic pay of the soldier is still very 
much in the public mind.

YOU CANT DO THIS TO ME 

4"hNE of the most frequently used expressions of all 
'“'time is “You can’t do this to me.” But in these 
times people are finding out just how much is being 
done to them that they didn’t think could ever be done. 
They are taking a great deal that they never expected 
to be asked to take. 

Of all people schooled in the discipline of having 
things done to them without consultation or consent, 
the farmers rank high. Their whole life labors are 
carried on with a silent partner who can do anything to 
them at any time, and to protest is merely waste of 
breath. “ '• 

They wake up iq the morning to find grain and gar¬ 
dens frosted, and it would be the height of futility for 
them to shake their fists and protest “You can’t do this 
to me.” It is already done isn’t it, without any time for 
parley, any conciliation boards or arbitration, any “by 
yoiHWeave.” 

In almost every other line of endeavor there is some 
meeting ground, some chance to discuss,avert or modify 
impending doom. The parties concerned are human be¬ 
ings, or the conditions in almost every situation are 
man created. In such instances there may be good 
reason for saying “You can’t do this to me.” Perhaps 


it shouldn’t be done. There may be some important 
principle involved, but everything is tied up with the 
manipulations of man, and his attitude to fellow man. 

But the tiller of the soil in his essential relations with 
nature is quite outside the protection which might come 
from collective bargaining, united action or any solid 
front. Organization, in the sense that labor organizes, 
would be immensely beneficial to him in his marketings, 
and his dealings with fellowman. 

But outside and beyond that is his relation with the 
forces of nature. He knows that even if he held markets 
in the- hollow of his hand, that would bring him only 
part security. The other part of his welfare would de¬ 
pend on influences entirely above human control. His 
Ctop of any nature depends on soil, sunshine, moisture 
—all those things that are indifferent to man’s plead¬ 
ing or any attempts at negotiation. 

It is quite possible that this may be one explanation 
of why farm husbandmen do not unite en masse for 
their rights. They feel that even though they did shout 
“You can’t do this to me” in a voice so strong as to 
bring terror to all human listeners, they would still 
have their old silent partner, Nature, to deal with. And 
Nature in its omnipotence would laugh and spring an¬ 
other surprise.

Pigeons Perform 
Great Air Service 


These banks are constituted under the Bank Act— 
an act of the Parliament of Canada. 

They compete with each other for your business. 
This makes for fair and efficient operation and 
for quality of service. Enterprises and individuals 
may go to any or all of them to deposit money. 


Pigeons have not yet described how 
they feel when tossed out of a 250 
miles per hour plane at 10,000 feet. 
Although they usually do a dead drop 
to 2000 feet before opening their 
wings, they do survive great altitudes. 
Pigeons must be used in coastal or 
brmber command when the radio can¬ 
not be used. The fliers who watch the 
skies over an Atlantic convoy cannot 
make use of radio, which might be a 
tip off for U boats, so a pigeon flies 
the message home. 

Or if a bomber with a broken radio 
drops to the sea, the pigeoneer, train¬ 
ed to safeguard thfe bird, sends, his S. 
O.S. and is given a chance on rescue. 
But. if it is a night crash the bird is 
held till dawn because it won’t fly in 
the dark. 

Only the fastest, surest birds are 
used. If -a pigeon dawdles twice in 
course of training, he is dismissed 
from the service. Thus 80% of the 
messages sent by R.A.F. pigeons on 
operational flights reach their destin¬ 
ation. R.A.F. pigeons often come in 
on a “love beam.” ..If they show lik¬ 
ing for a certain hen pigeon, the lady 
is shown to them just before they 
leave and then they hurry home. It is 
the same with the females. The fast¬ 
est speed of an R.A.F. pigeon, 68% 
miles per hour, was made by a jealous
